After a close study of a week and two earnest 
conversations with the prisoner, Mrs. Harriet Hub- 
bard Ayer, for the Post-Dispatch, gives a character 
pen sketch of Mrs. Lola Ida Bonine, now on trial 
at Washington for the murder of James Seymour 
Ayres. 

From the characteristics of the woman, althotigh 
some of them are contradictory, Mrs. Ayer finds 
nothing to indicate the criminal. Her bearing and 
general «ppearance show that even in her hour o” 
trial she is the leader of the members of her fam- 
ily who surround her In the court room. 

Her manner, style and conduct in the court tend 
to lend all the more interest to what will probably 
go on record as one of the most remarkable. mur- 
der trials in the history of criminal jurisprudence 
in this country.

The second session of the tetanus iiquiry 
commission, organized to fix the cesponsi- 
bility for 13 deaths following the use of city 
antitoxin, will commence “at 3 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon in Mayor Wells’ of- 
fice. 

At the first meeting of the commission, 
held in Mayor Wells’ office from 3 to 9 
o’clock Monday afternoon.Dr. Amand Ka- 
vold, city bacteriologist; Martin Schmidt, 
his assistant, and Dr. William’ C. Teich- 
mann were the witnesses. 

Martin Schmidt offered the most 
startling testimony heard at the ses- 
sion. He declared that Dr. Ravold 
had directed him on Oct. 3 to prepare 
for distribution the serum drawn from 
the horse “Jim,’’ which had been shot 
the day before because it had tetanus. 

“Dr. Ravold told me,” said Schmidt, 

“that the serum could be safely used, 
as the horse had not been affected with 
tetanus on Sept. 29, when the drawing 
was made. 
; “I knew,” the witness declared, ‘‘that 
the serum was poisonous and unfit for 
use on human beings, but I felt that 
I could not question Dr. Pivold’s or- 
ders. So I went cuead ana carried out 
the orders.”’ : 

Schmidt testified that under Dr. Ravold’s 
direction, he had used t.i-cresol as a dis- 
infectant in the antioxin. The serum waé 
brought to him by Henry Taylor, the janl- 
tor, on the day that Jim was shot, and he 
was told by Taylor that it was the serum 
drawn from Jim. After this, he said, oc- 
curred the conversation with Dr. Ravold.

Argentine Has Much the Larger Army 
and Navy, but’ Might Not Prove 
the Victor in Battle. 


SANTIAGO, Dec. 10.—-The dispute be- 
tween Chili and Argentina has not been 
settled. The Chilian government is 
strengthening the navy to be in readiness 
for war, if that is to be the outcome of 
the disagreement. . 


Chili and Argentina have been at 
sword’s points for more than ten years 
over the boundary between the countries. 
Several times they have been on the verge 
of active war. British commissioners are 
now acting as arbitrators to fix the line. 

Three weeks ago Chili called out her 
army of 5000 or 6000 men, ostensibly for 
army maneuvers at the end of November. 

At the same time Argentina ordered her 
fleet df 30 vessels or so to be coaled and 
provisioned, the sailors working day and 
night. 

A force of Chilian troops had appeared 
some time before in the disputed territory. 
Argentina had asked Chili to withdraw 
ihe troops and had been told that they 
were merely to make roads. over the Cor-

The jury brought in a verdict ‘‘that Eme- 
line H. Dale came to her death in “ich’s 
Hotel on the morning of Nov. 19, by tak- 
ing strychnine tablets accidentally.” 
Neither Mrs. Dale nor Elbert Waller, her 
companion, was called. 

Little new testimony was elicited until 
Frank 8S. Billings of Boston was called. 
Billings is a commercial traveler and oc- 
cupied a room adjoining Mrs. Dale’s on 


the night of the child's death. He testified 
that he was awakened by the child’s cries 
and heard Mrs. Dale ask Emeline what 
was the matter. Billings said he could 
hear distinctly what transpired in-the ad- 
joining room. *% 

The child at first. refused to tell her 
mother why she cried, saying: ‘““Mamma, 
you will whip me if 1 tell you.’’ . 
Billings says Mrs. Dale evidently saw the 
bottle of strychnine tablets on the floor and 
asked Imeline !f she had takén any of the 


tablets. 
= Yes, mamma, I took some of the medi- 


plied. 

He heard Mrs. Dale scream. Then she 
ran into the hall and called for assistance.

Dale, will appear today before Recorder 
Stanton and waive examination before the 
grandjury and then apply to Judge Blair 
to have Mrs. Dale freed on her own recog- 
nizance.

American Labor Federation Oppose 
Adverse Legislation. 
SCRANTON, Pa., Dec. 10.—At the Amer- 
ican Federation convention today a resolu- 
tion pledging the American Federation to 
use every honorable means to prevent the 
passage by Congress of anti-scalping legis- 
lation was favorably reported by the com-

Union, vigorously oppos the resdlution. 
Senator Tanqueray declared the federation 
was going outside of its legitimate field in 
considering such a resolution and the or- 
ganization was treading on dangerous 
Sreinand.

EXPECTING THE THREE FIGURES 


STOCK EXCHANGE POOL HAS BEEN 
FORMED IN NEW YORE. 


Decrease in Visible Supply Has Given 
an Excuse for Talk of Putting Up 
the Figures and Cornering 
the Market. 


NEW YORK, Dec,.#0.—‘‘Dollar wheat is 
in sight.””

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—When Lester Reiff 
was ruled off the turf by the English 
Jockey Club he sent a letter to them ask- 
ing for any evidence they might have 
against him which was not produced at the 
time he was called before them for an ex- 
planation of his ride of De Lacey in the 
New Burns Plate.

If such evidence was brought before you, I claim 
from your sense of justice to be informed of its 
nature so that I may rebut it and show it to be 
false. This, 1 am confident of doing. 

If your sentence was based exclusively on the 
evidence of those who saw the race and who formed 
the opinion that I did not do my best to wih, 
my character will be much less affected than in 
the other case.

Young Corbett,’’ in Lesson 
No, 5, Instructs Boys in 
These Important 
Branches, 


LESSON 5. 


Clinches, Feints and Leads. 

Nearly every prominent fighter has his 
own favorite clinch. . 

Big Jim Jeffries wore down Fitzsimmons 
and won the championship largely by 
hanging heavily to his opponent in a 
clinch, thowing his arms about the other's 
shoulder and letting Fitz hold up his enor- 
mous weight. 

Fitz, in a clinch, tries to get his elbows 


and forearms above his opponent’s,.so as 
to leave a free opening for the other’s jaw. 

When I clinch I catch my opponent by 
both arms, just above the elbow, holding 
him there tlil the breakaway. Thus | et- 
fectually prevent him from having any 
free hand to hit with and I am better pro- 
tected than he is in the breakaway. 


White a Judge of Glinches. 
There is a lot of ignorance on the sub- 
ject of clinches. Charley White is ong of 


the very few referees that really under- 
stand them. Nine-tenths of the spectators 
don’t understand them at all. For instance, 
I've heard the crowd howl and hiss and 
yell “‘Foul!”” when a man wasn’t fouling 
at all, but was merely — right to 
hit when the other man was hanging onto 
him and when his own hands were free. 

If your opponent choozes to try to stop 
your onslaught and to save himself by 
catching hold of you, or by throwing his 
arms about you, and if he isn’t clever 
enough to do it in such a way as to 
prevent you from hitting him, there is 
no good reason why you should _ stop 
fighting until he gets ready to go on. 

To be a real clinch the clinch must ef- 
fectually stop both men from sparring. 
That is why I fancy that clinch of mine 
which I’ve just explained to you. 

Some Good Feints. 

The grand old American game of bluff 
works in boxing as well as in poker. 

Here are one or two good feints. 

When boxing at fairly long range, sud- 
denly lower both hands several inches, ut 
the same time dropping your head. Then 
step in and lead for the face. The low- 
ering of head and guard will usually make 
your opponent lower his own guard, think- 
ing you are going to lead for the body. 
Thus, if you are quick enough you can 
step in and land on his face before ne 
has time to protect it. 

Reversing this, feint for the face. Up 
goes your opponent's guard. Now lead for 
his body, heart or wind (whichever you 
seem to have the best chance of reaching) 
or both, with right and left blows in rapid 
succession. But never leave our body 
and face exposed by shaving both arms 
extended at the same time. Always bring 
“ back to guard before leading with the 
other. ° 

Another, and more common, feint is to 
lead with one hand for some part of your 
opponent, to check the blow while it is on 
it way and to lead with the other hand 
for whatever point he has left exposed in 
trying to guard your fetnt. 

Or, lead for the bedy with a straight lead, 
change the direction of the blow in its 
course to a half hook or swing and land 
on the face, while his guard is defending 
the body. 

Quickness and accuracy are the sole key- 
notes of success in feinting. 


Vulnerable Points. 

When the hero of a dime novel (written 
by a woman) resents the insult to his 
sweetheart, he does so usually by stretch- 
ing the villain to the earth by a blow be- 
tween the eyes. 

Now, what sare man, with a whole 
body full of vulnerable places to lead for, 
would ever make a try for that hard, bony 


part of the head? 
More men have been put out by a blow

all other knockout blows put together. 

is the easiest of the vulnerabie places to 
reach with the average fighter, and taere- 
fore a point to be carefully guarded. 

Never box with your mouth at all opea, 
or a blow on the jaw may shatter your 
teeth. Don't stick out the jaw, but hold 
the head so the’ jaw is as much guarded as 
possible and strengthened by the muscles 
of the neck. 

The solar Eee is a second vulnerable 
point. It is the central spot, about the size 
of a half dollar, where the breast bone 
separates in a V shape and the ribs start, 
at the top of the abdomen. 

A solid blow there will not only knock 
the breath out of a man, but will make 
him collapse. 

A third is the heart. A series of blows 
landed there, or on the kidneys, weaken 
and sicken a man to the point of defeat. 

Besides jaw, solar plexus, heart and kid- 
neys there is a fifth vulnerable spot little 
played for. This is the liver. It is below 
the ribs and just above the hips on the 
right side. When you lead for the jaw and 
your opponent guards, throwing your glove 
atwird bring your glove around in the 
game direction he has started it, in a semi- 
circie, opening and a the hand as 
you do so, and land on the liver with the 
heel of the glove. 4 

In poneng friendly bouts never try, ex- 
cept with light owe. to reach these vital 
points. Remember, ye among friends 
should be an exercise and a pastime, not 
an exhibition of cruelty. 


My Knockout Blow. 
Infighting is an important item of boxing. 
When your opponent leads for you, knock 
his blow outward if you can, and, instead 
of bringing your arm back to guard, lead 
for him inside his guard. For instance, if 


he leads for your jaw with his left, knock 
his glove to the right; then, at once, give 
him a jolt or hook on the left side of the 
jaw or head with your right. To keep your 
opponent's arms outside your own at close 
quarters, leaving his face or body open to 
vour attack, is the main object of infight- 
ing. 
fi was in this sort of fighting that I put 
out Terry McGovern. his is how I did it: 

I blocked his right, hooking him on the 
jaw with my left. Then, as he came around 
with his left for my jaw, I brought my 

ht up inside his left arm and sent in 
S alf-hook for his jaw. 

Had I failed to land this blow my right 
arm would still have blocked his left half- 
hook. 

It was only by quickness and the ability 
to do this piece of ~% effectively 
and at short notice that I reached his jaw 
with sufficient force to score the knockout.

FANCY WORK HER DAILY TASK 


She Has Asked a Pardon of Gov. Stan- 
ley From Her Sentence of 25 


\ Years for Murder. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Dec. 37.—‘I am 
innocent of the crime for which I am im- 
prisoned. I am an old woman—70 years. 
I haven’t long to live. I would.-like to die 
with part of the stain cleared off my char- 
acter. For that reason I have asked Gov. 
Stanley to pardon me.” 

These. were .the words of Aunt Nancy 
Wilson, known as Nancy Stafflebach, as 
she sat in her room in the woman's de- 
partment of the Lansing penitentiary. She 


drew them out between sobs. Her voice 
quiveted as she spoke and tears trickled 
own the wiinklés ff in her withered cheeks. 
She continued: “I was convicted along 
with other members of my family for ‘kill- 
ing Frank Galbreath; ,I had. not seen Gal- 
breath for several w ore.the mur- 


“¥der and knew nothing’ whatever” abowt it 


until I read of it. Some people in Cheéro- 
kee county got the community prejudiced 
against me and when was arrested it 
was impossible for me to get a fair trial. 
It may have afforded my enemies much 
pleasure when they succeeded in railroad- 
ing me into prison, but my suffering,. in- 
tense as it is here, will be nothing com- 
pares to theirs when they cross the sileni 

Vv 
“Do I look like a murderess?”’ she asked 
between sobs. 

Mrs. Staffilebach, alias Wilson, fs getting 
very feeble. Her hair is white, she is ema- 
ciated in form, her eyesight is failing and 
she. is growing childish. The only time 
when she seems gsed of her full fac- 
ulties is when she is. talking about her 
case. She cannot live long. 

For over four years she has done little 
else but sit in her room in the woman's 
| department of the state prison and do 
fancy work. She has never been abie to do 
the heavier work of the department, such 
as washing, ronthe or taking care of the 
rooms 

“Tl am ettin mighty tired of making 
fancy work,” she said. I have been at it 
steady ever: since I came here and it gets 
tiresome. To work on a piece of linen or 

an old flour sack from morning until Yin 
day in and day out, year after year, 
comes monotonous.’ 

Mrs. Stafflebach is an artist at the busi- 
ness. Her fancy work finds a. ready sale. 
In fact, she has orders ahead. Every 
woman visitor who calls at the prison and 
“ ermitted to see her or inspect her work 

ers a piece. They do it for two reasons. 

One is they sympathize with the unfortun- 

ate woman and the other is that the work 
is really beautiful. 

Mrs. Stafflebach is a very illiterate wo- 
man, although her language conceals it. 
She uses. the Arkansas phonetic system of 
spelling and writes worse, “T never. could 
spell worth. a cent,’ she said, “but when 
I was younger I could write better. I am 
too nervous now to. write. was com- 
pellied to work in my early days, and had 
ng opportunity to get any book learning. 
I have always been a hard worker.’’ 

Mrs. h ran a boarding house 
and did general housework at Joplin ahd 

Galena during the last tén years prior to 
her conviction.

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—Before the bio- 
logicai section of the New York Academy 


of Sciences, at the Chemists’ Club, last 
hight, Prof. F. $8. Lee of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons gave the result 
of his experiments on the action of alcohol 
on muscle. He found, he said, as had 
Prof. Atwater of Wesleyan U niversity, that 
in certain proportions alcohol was essen- 
tially a muscle food, and that with its aid 
greater results can be obtained than under 
normal conditions. 

While: Prof. Atwater worked on living 
Subjects, Prof. Lee conducted his experi- 
ments on frog legs, in which the alcohol 
had been injected before amputation, so 
that the fluid might be evenly diffused by 
the blood. Prof. Lee found that when he 
used a definite amount of the spirit the 
legs, excited by electrical stimulation, were 
able to put forth greater effort than those
